Your DoUar goes farther with Shell- and so do vou 
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British Columbia Loses 


S TOPPAGE of work in British Co¬ 
lumbia’s forsst operations ^er- 
day after failure of conriliation 
efforts in the IWA and operators dis¬ 
pute ushers in a situation where 
everyone ki British Cohimbia will be 
the ioser. Both sides to the conten¬ 
tion which precipitated the strike are 
pons apart, and neither employers 
nor employees seem ittclined to shift 
from oppoeins srounda which have 
led now to the outright break which 
hM tied up the lumber industry 
throughout the province. Economic¬ 
al^, and regardleai of who may be 
ri^t or wrong In the dispute, this 
dosure will hurt British Columbia at 
the, point where its brightest chance 
for internal recovery had opened. 

Whether the stoppage lasts a 
week, a month or a sca.son, its record 
can only be told in terms of loss 
everywhere. The difference between 
Increased demands In a pay cheque 
and no pay cheque is one which the 
union concerned and all of its mem¬ 
bers will have to live with now, and 
presumably for some time. There is 
no unemployment insurance available 
for individuals on strike. For the lum¬ 
ber operators the case is equally un¬ 
fortunate. In a tight year with over¬ 
seas markets dwindling, continental 
sales on the Atlantic seaboard had 
begun to open up a little. SIhipping 
had become available, and the pros¬ 
pects for the halanee of the year had 
begun to look brighter than they had 
been for tome nine. The strike of 


course ends production all of the way 
through the piece, and leaves the B.C. 
lumber industry with nothing to 
^ market after existing stocks are 
' exhausted. 

It is the forest doUar which is 
the Mg one in British Cohanbia. The 
end of production In the forests will 
be felt at the comer grocery store, 
in the physician's office and through 
every divisian and branch of the 
business circle. Economically, there 
will now be a sharp cut in the inflow 
of money for B.C.’s exported prod- 
uct.s. Provincial revenues will be less. 
In a year when they have not been 
burgeoning. It would be impossible 
to write the full loss accurately, but 
everyone knows that it will be pro¬ 
vincial-wide. 

The provincial government’s ef¬ 
forts to draw both sides of the dispute 
together and Premier Bennett's per¬ 
sonal refusal to take sides In the 
argument were correct but unavail¬ 
ing. When one examines the width 
of the np between the operators and 
the union after,the last offer had 
been made the realization comes that 
in this pass It was probably irreconcil¬ 
able. 'That is small comfort, however, 
to the government, industry or to 
B.C. citizens alike who will now have 
to face a major down turn in the 
economic recovery which had begun 
to get under way. Every thoughtful 
IndMduaT'miisf regret' a situation 
which can pnly cripple B.C. as Ipng 
as the dMdlock lasta. 


The Right or Wrong Plane 


''■r IBERAL MP Paul HeUyer was 

annoyed when Defence Minister 
Pearkes said the opposition would 
oppose any plane the government 
nicked, and Liberal leader Mr. Lester 
Pearson said this was imputing mo¬ 
tives. Wen, what else does an opposi¬ 
tion do but critictae the government? 
It is damned from oppoaitian benches 
if it does, and equally damned If it 
doesn't. 'This is patent to all Canada. 

Mr. Hellyer assailed the selection 
of the American Lockheed aircraft 
for the RCAF's Eurooean division. 
He claimed It was the Mast satiafec- 
tory of the planes available. This Mr. 
Pearkes denied, and suggested that 
Mr. Hellyer wai using hearsay evi¬ 
dence and that naturally advocates 
of other types of aircraft would 
attempt to belittle the Lockheed 
F104. 

Like others who are only obser¬ 
vers we do not know what ii the beat 
tj'pe of plane for the RCAF. A 
iMsic aisumption it valid, however, 
that the government wouldn't chooee 
an aircraft on whim or without Jhe 
hnt Information and advice at iti 
disposal. Mr. Pearkes himself, we 
feel sure, doesn't authorize the pur¬ 
chase of military equipment of any 


kind juM because of color or the fart 
tlwt aomethlng looks nice. He de¬ 
pends, as all cabinet ministers must 
d^ on proftarional advice. 

The choice of the Lockheed would 
be made after consultatlan with ttw 
RCAF chiefs who are to use the 
plane. That much aeemi certain. Mr. 
tiellyer, at a former associate defence 
mlnMer, should know this. RCAF 
opinion might not have been unani- 
moua—it wmiM ho lather strange if 
there wvre no divorgent viewo—but 
the choice would be made In the light 
of such recommendation, phis the 
very necessary factor of coat which 
no government can ignore. The gov¬ 
ernment's job Is to assess the one or 
several recommendationa and then 
make the decision. That decision 
nevertheless is baaed on the informa¬ 
tion tendered by the defence minis¬ 
ter's profenkmal advisers. 

It Is proper that criticism should 
be directed at the minister concerned 
If the opposition hat critidam to 
offer, but obviously in this instance 
there Is the impUration that high- 
ranking air force personnel are 
wrong. Perhaps Mr. Hellyer thinks 
he knows more about alnxaft than 
the men who fly them.

The committee dlscu.saed a auggao- 
linn that a joint engineering group 
be set up to assess the effect of tho 
diversion proposal on the posver. novl- 
gallon and other Interaota of all con¬ 
cerned. and that everyone agree to 
accept the group's findings whatever 
they might he.

I^vc Mver known ray hwn to 
grow qidto m vlgoroiuly u It hu 
this yonr. Whether this Is dus to some 
romiiinatkin of dimatic conditions, a 
mon goncrous application of fcrtll- 
Ixer. or the cumulative effect of past 
years’ care, I wouldn't know, but cer¬ 
tainly tne growth is fantastic, and 
the lawn must be mown twice a week 
U an even sward Is to be maintained. 

One unexpected dlivldend from 
this exceptional growth Is an rm- 
barraaslng wealth of lawn mowings. 
In previous seasons I couM never get 
enough mowings from our own three 
lawns, and was always scrounging 
grass from the neighbors for mulch¬ 
ing around my plants This year I 
can spread the stuff around with a 
heavy hand, and there Is hardly an 
inch of bare soli to be seen anywhere 
in our garden. 


If you have to ration your supply 
of this mulching material, I would be 
Inclined to give first priority to any 
shrubs or trees which were newly 
planted last fall or this spring. These 
subjects haven't made much in the 
way of a root system yet, and It is 
important to create the cool, moist 
condition In the soil which will lead 
to a more extensive root growth. 

It is a mistake to keep flooding 


the roots of thm 
trees with cold 4atc 


. - new shrubs and 

-- Water from the hose. 

New roou will extend themselves and 
learn to forage for themselves much 
better In soil which is Just nicely 
moist. Make a point, though, of 
wetting down the topgrowth every 
time you have the hose out. lor every 
Nt of moisture absorbed by the foli¬ 
age piaces that much less strain on 
the new roots. 

After the new trees and shrubs 
have been given their grass mukh. 
the next ntoet Important use Is around 
the tomato plants As I have explain¬ 
ed before, a steady, non-fluctuating 
moisture supply is all-lmportant in 
growing tomatoes, and a good mulch 
is the best way to achieve this condi¬ 
tion. 

* * * 

Just a word of warning, though. 
Tomato plants are terribly sensitive 
to weedkiller fumes, and a grass 
mukh taken from a lawn recently 
treated with Z 4-D can cause the to¬ 
mato foliage to curl up and distort it¬ 
self to a point where the plant dies. 
Take a good sniff at your lawn mow- 
Ings before spreading them around 
your tomatoes—if you can’t smell the 
fumes In the hot sun, they are un¬ 
likely to do any damage. 

Next on my list to receive the 
benefits of a grass mukh. I would 


plaee that trio of hungry laedera: 
roses, raspberries, and black cutranta. 
You will notice that these are all sub¬ 
jects which are prunad hard, and 
must make a lot of new wood an¬ 
nually. Such hard-working roots need 
the best you can give them. 

Just a few pointers tat applying a 
grass mulch: rirst, never heap the 
mowings dose around the stem. 
Rotting grass generatss a lot of heat, 
and you can burn your plants In this 
In any case. It Is tbe artive, 
fsedlng root tips, well out from the 
stem, which benefit from the effect 
of the mukh. 

* * * 

Always scatter a little ferlillaer 
on the soil surface before spreading 
your mulch. Any lawn fertiUier win 
do. although sulphate of arnmonU or 
nitrate of soda is betfer. The mulch 
liqpoverishes the soil temporarily 
while rotting down, and the fertutaer 
is to compensate for this kus. if ear¬ 
wigs. cutworms or woodlke are a 
problem in your garden, put dosm a 
dusting of ant and grub killer too. If 
slugs are bad. treat the aoU surface 
with a liquid slug killer 

Don’t spread your mulch In a thkk 
layer, as moartngs arill mat down into 
a slimy mass which excludes air and 
water from the roots. A layer IH 
'inches thick Is etuMigh for a atari — 
you can add more after these dry out
